“You may tell the people that at 
the earliest possible moment in the 
spring we will start the work of track 
laying on the portion of our line 4l- 
ready graded.

LEOPOLD DIED 
THIS MORNING 


Belgium’s Monarch Succumbs in 
Presence of Baroness Whom 
He Secretly Married. 


Brussels, Dee 17.—King Leopold 
died early this morning. The ene 
came as a surprise even to the physi- 
cians in attendance, because the 
King’s condition has been highly 
satisfactory all through the day and 
early evening. It was not until after 
midnight that unfavorable symptoms 
were manifested. The King compla .- 
ed of inereased difficulty in breath. 
ing and although the physicians lab- 
ored valiantly to afford him relief their 
efforts were unavailing and the end 
came at 2.30 this mourning. 

It has been learned that the only 
person at the royal pedside when the 
King died, besides the physicians, 
was Baroness Vaughan, and it has 
just been annouced by the chaplain 
that the King was married secretly, 
eceording to religious rites, to the 
Baroness, by whom he had two 
children, The chaplain saya it is not 
true that the jast sacramenta were ad- 
ministered to the king in the presence 
of the royal family, as was officially 
stated. The ceremony, as performed, 
wes in the presence of the Baroness 
alone. 

Royal Family View Body. 

Brussels, Dec. 17.—The body ct 
King Leopold, dressed in the uniform 
of a general, lay in the death cham- 
ber this morning. Court members, 
officials and the rolay family betray- 
ed signs of genuine mourning. A 
guard of honor was drawn up about 
the castle and pavilion and at the 
entrance to the death chamber In 
the death chamber itself pomp and 
gimplicity were strangely mingled} 
The room itself was plain, almost 
bare. The coffin lay in state and 
about it were lighted candles. One 
of the nuns who aided in nursing the 
King told her beads in the sombre 
room,

QUILL LAKE MURDERER

John Mesci, Who Killed His Employ

Saskatoon, Dec. 16—“Guilts of mur- 
der,”’ was the verdiet which the jury 
returned against John Mesci, the selt 
confessed murderer of three people 
near Quill lake, on Nov, Ist, after be- 
ing out just twenty-tive minutes this 
afternoon. As the jury appeared Mesei 
gazed straight at the foreman, but not 
even a musele appeared to move as 
in answer to the questaon of the chief 
ustice as to whether or not they jad 
reached a verdict, came ‘the rtply: 

“We find the prisofer guilty of mur 
der, your hon.” 

[t was just on the stroke of six 
when this verdict was received, and 
Justice Wetmore declared that he 
would adjourn the court for the night 
and deliver sentence upon the prisoner 
in the morning, Meseci was thereupx n 
taken back to his cool, sullen
